Cleveland at His Country Home.

Cleveland bought his former country home 
he has only leased this one. 

The house is an old one with a history. 
The estate of which it is a part was owned 
originally by John Plater and Philip Bar- 
ton Key, brothers-in-law, who finished the 
building in 1800. Previously, shortly -be- 
fore the sight of the capitol was chosen, 
President Washington stood on the front 
steps of the mansion and remarked that the 
future capitol ought to be built either 
upon the identical spot or wpon the site 
that was afterwards adopted on Capitol 
hill. During Philip Barton Key's residence 
there, Francis Seott Key, author of the 
“Star Spangled Banner,” spent much of 
his youth on the place and his name may 
still be seen carved on one of the window 
panes in the front hall. Several of the old 
time presidents, among them Van Buren, 
Tyler and Buchanan, passed some of their 
summer leisure there. In 1847 the house 
was occupied by Baron Gerault, the Ger- 
man minister to the United States. General 
Scott selected it as the site for the soldiers’ 
home of the regular army, but owing to a 
misunderstanding with the owner as to the 
terms the property was not taken for that 
purpose. Likewise the commission appoint- 
ed to locate a site for the new naval ob- 
servatory decided upon this property, but 
their decision was reconsidered and the ob- 
servatory was erected on the Barber es- 
tate, to the westward. Shortly before the 
war, Robert J. Walker, secretary of the 
treasury, seenred the ownership of the 
mansion and made some additions to it 
and his heirs held it until 1865 when it 
passed into the possession of the Middle- 
ton family, the present owners, in connec- 
tion with Congressman I*. G. Newlands, of 
Nevada, recently elected. 

The First Negro Clerk. 

The question having arisen as to who 
Was the first negro ever appointed a clerk 
under this government, Charles R. Doug- 
lass, son of Frederick Douglass, tells some 
interesting facts which determined the mat- 
ter. It seems that the first negro ever ap- 
pointed a clerk was Solomon Johnson, who, 
on February 12, 1867, was given a clerk- 
ship in the treasury department. This 
Johuson was born in freedom. He was edu- 
cated in the of Columbus where 
his family has lived for some seventy-five 
years. The next negro receiving a clerkship 
under the government was Charles’ K. 
Dougiass himself. He was appointed a clerk 
in the war department on April 9, 1867. 
There was a certain appropriateness in his 
assignment to duty in the bureau of “refu- 
freedom and abandoned lands.” On 
May 17, 1869, he was transferred to the 
lonartment. and the day following 
James O'Hara, of North Carolina, also a 
ence, Was appointed a clerk in that de- 
partment. ‘These were absolutely the first 
three clerks appointed under the govern- 
ment of the negro race. 

Douglass tells a very interesting incident 
in connection with this subject. It seems, 
according to his story, that one David 
Wrykoff, of Rochester, N. Y., was appoint- 
ed a clerk in the war department adjutant 
general's oflice, that bureau then oecupy- 
ing what is now the Corcoran art gallery, 
the building having been confiscated gur-

Corcoran. Wykoff had served through the 
war in a New York regiment. He had 
made a good soldier and had received an 
honorable discharge. He was never sus- 
pected of being other than what he ap- 
peared, a white man. In fact, however, 
while he was unquestionably a white man 
physiologically he was a negro socially in 
that he had a tincture of negro blood in 
his veins. He had served through the war 
as a white man ina white reziment. No one 
ever knew that he had colored taint in ‘his 
blood save Douglass and it was at Doug- 
lass’s suggestion that he applied for and 
Was appointed to a clerkship as a white 
man. Wykoff made an excellent clerk and 
retained his position until his death, a few 
years ago.

A Lad Murdered by a Guilty Pair to 
Prevent Exposure, 


HIS STEPMOTHER HAS CONPESSED. 


Charges the Crime on a Prominent 
Politician. 


SAYS HE BEAT THE BOY TO DEATH, 


Then the Couple Carried the Body Up 
Stairsand Threw It Out of a Win- 
dow—Both Under Arrest. 


Knoxville, Tenn., June 14.—(Special.)— 
Last I’'riduy a lad ten years old named 
Louis Cummings was found dead. He had 
been brutally murdered. His head was 
beaten to a jelly and hacked with an ax. 

The circumstances all pointed to his step- 
mother as the guilty party. She was ar- 
rested and committed to jail. She stoutly 
protested her innucence and said she be- 
lieved a negro whom she had seen leaving 
the premises did the work. ‘There was 
much mystery, but proof seemed to be 
agaist the stepmother. 

The Stepmother Arrested. 

Now, for the sequel. Samuel A. Walker, 
a constable of the fourteenth district, was 
arrested this afternoon and put in jail under 
the charge of murdering little Louis Cum- 
mings Friday afternoon. ‘The arrest was 
nade aften a confession had been obtained 
from Mrs. Lotta Cummings, the stepmother 
vf the boy, implicating Walker in the crime. 

The clue connecting Walker with the 
murder was obtained by Bony Craig Sunday 
morhing while on his way to Coal Creek. 
William Burnett, formerly of this vounty, 
but now a citizen of Campbell county, was 
a fellow passenger. Mr. burnett had been 
Visiting relatives south of the river and in 
the neighborhood of the murder. Qn the 
train the men began to talk of the crime, 
and Burnett told Craig that on the day of 
the murder he met Walker near the Cutn- 
mings home, 

Asked for a Drink. 

He said he seemed to be greatly excited, 
and asked him, Burnett, tor a drink of 
Whisky. Burnett happened to have a task 
with him and said he gave Walker a drink 
from it. Walker told him that:he had just 
left a house where he had undue intimacy 


With @ man’s wife, but he mentioned ne 
haumes, 

He offered to take Burnett to the house 
but Burnett declined and went on his way. 
In about an hour Burnett, who was then 
the guest of a neighbor of the Cummings, 
heard of the killing. The more he thought

Burnett asked Craig to investigate the 
clue given him, which he agreed to do. Craig 
returned to Knoxville Monday evening.

Ir&t and Jarnagen went to the jail to see 
Mrs. Cummings. 

Mra. Cummings Broke Down.

W hile the deputies were talking to Mrs. 
Cummings Craig said nothing, but finally 
asked her if Sam Walker was tp the house 
before she had seen the negro.

Had-a dynamite 
bomb been exploded in the jail at that mo- 
ment, Mrs. Cummings could not have shown 
more consternation. ‘The independent man- 
ner left her and she turned pale and began 
to tremble. She aske? Craig what he knew 
about Welker’s yfsit to the Tlouse and begged 
him noF (6 question her further; but Craig 
was relentless and pressed her for an ex- 
planation. She began to ery and caught 
the bars of her cefl for support.

She said that after Louis left 
to carry his father’s dinner fo him Walker 
came, that they were in fhe front room 
when Louis returned and he found them in 
& compromising position. 

Murdered to Hide Sin. 


The boy then went through the room into 
the kitchen. After he went into the kitch- 
en, Walker exclaimed: “My God, Cu:n- 
mings will kill me if he hears of this, and I 
must kill that boy.” 

She said she did not want to witness the 
killing and ran into the garden. She heard 
fhe blows of the ax in the hands of 
Walker as they were rained down on the 
unfortunate boy, and heard him ery out as 
if pleading for his life. When she came 
into the house again, Walker Said: 

“T have killed him.” 

She said his hands were covered with 
blood. that he washed them in a bowl and 
left the bloody water standing therein. 
The bowl was afterwards covered with 
the top of a large tin can. The boy was 
killed on the kitchen hearth. After the 
deed was done, she says Walker proposed 
that they carry the body up stairs, and 
throw it from a window to cause the peo- 
ple to believe he had been accidentally 
killed. ‘’o prevent the blood from staining 
the floor, from the kitchen to {Xe up stairs, 
she said she wrapped the boy's head in her 
apron. She said Walker left, and the 
kitchen hearth was covered with blood, 
which she washed off. | 

Threatened to Kill Her. 


She said Walker threatened to kill het 
if she told that he murdered the boy, and 
it was this threat that kept her from tell- 
ing the jury at the inquest of the part 
Walker played in the _ tragedy. She 
said she ‘arried the two pieces of wood 
into the yard and hid them under the 
burdock weeds. After washing the hearth, 
she went to the spring and asked the Grif- 
fin children to go after the neighbors to 
come and help take care of Louis. Mrs, 
Cummings did not seem to regret the death 
of the child or the consequences of the 
evening as much as she did the exposure 
of her illicit relations with Walker. 

Walker's Denial. 


In explanation of her relations with 
Walker she said that he came in and 
caught her, and was trying to throw her 
down when the boy came in. She also said 
she did not believe he would carry out his 
threat of killing her. This evening Walker 
was arrested and placed in jail. He says 
he is innocent. The circumstances are 
against him. The affair has created a great 
sensation. Walker is the brother of Hon. 
M. A. Walker, a leading politician of this 
section. He is a member of the state legis- | 
lature and was for six years tax assessor 
of the county. He is the leading repub- 
lican politician of the county,

MONEY FOR THE SOUTH AND WEST. 


Large Shipments of Currency to These 
Sections—What It Means. 

New York, June 14.—The shipment of ‘cur- 
rency to the west and south by the New 
York banks was continued today and excited 
much comment in financial circles. The 
amount sent out yesterds¥ Was estimated at 
more than a wmiilion dOllars and another 
$1,000,000 was ordered today. When asked 
the cause for this large shipment of curren- 
cy, Which is mainly to the west—the amounts 
in the last ten days is believed to exceed four 
millions of dollars—bankets agreed in saying 
the demand was largely due to the distrust 
prevaillug everywhere in this country, es 
pecially in the west, where there have been 
a great many failures, both of bunks and 
columercial houses. 

‘rhe stringency. of the Money market is 
beMf experienced at both ends of the line 
now. The savings banks @&@8 well as other 
banks out west are all fortifying themselves 
as much as possible, and thut, especially in 
the case of country savings banks, is causing 
a hoarding of money in fhese piaces and a 
consequent drain upon the banks of New 
York. As a result of this, Many New York 
banks are being ‘compelled to call in loans 
in order to maintain their lawful reserve. 
Their lines of discount amd time loans are 
practically fixed so that they cannot be dis- 
turbed, and so they have Ro alternative but 
to ask for the payment of their call loans 
in case their daily maturities do not meet 
their daily needs. The sending forward of 
wheat, it is believed, will only account for a 
very small part of the demand for currency 
from the West. Last week the United States 
treasury took $1,000,000 from the banks, as 
the result of the week's Operation, but this 
week it is expected the banks will gain at 
least a million dollars from the treasury, and 
probably more next week, as the payment of 
pensions have begun and will reach its height 
next week. 

As an indication of how the monctary 
stringency is affecting trade in all its ramifi- 
cations, it was reported in Wall street today 
that three large mercantile houses in Chicago 
were endeavoring to get extensions in this 
city from wholesale houses of which they. had 
bought goods. Another indication of the 
stringency is the fact that a large mercan- 
tile house in this city, of first-class credit 
and abundant assets, had to pay 12 per 
cent for extension to tide over a tight place.

Testimony 


ABOU? TRE BORDEN TRAGEDY. 


Yesterday’s Proceedings in the Trial 
of Lizzie. 


HER DRESSMAKER ON THE STAND, 


To Show That Lizzie Did Not Get Along 
Well with the Old Folks—The 
Sisters’ Stormy Meeting. 


New Bedford, Mass., June 14.—The old 
courthouse where Lizzie Borden s if 1s in 
the balance, was again throngad todey— 
by women who are most interested and ver- 
sistent than the men. 
~ City Marshal Hilliard, of Fall River, was 
the first witness this morning aud descisbed 
bis visit to the Borden house, his conversa- 
tion with the prisoner, in which he w:s toid 
that she was suspected, 2nd when she said 
that she was in the barn when tle wtiacrs 
were committed. The marshal was cress- 
examined by ex-Governor Robinson, who at- 
tempted to show that the witness was not 
obstructed in his search of the premises. 

A feature of the marshal’stesflmony was 
the first knowledge Lizzie Borden héd that 
she was suspected of the murders. Moyer 
Coughlan was present at the time, «ud 
this is the marshal’s story of the se-ne: 

“T went there in company with Dr. 
Coughlan; there was a large crowd of peo- 
ple present, perhaps two or three nundred. 
I sent for officers and had the crowd re- 
moved. Then I went into the house. ‘ihere 
Was a conversation between Dr. Coughlan 
and the others after we entered the parlor. 
Dr. Coughlan asked the family to re:cain 
in the house for a few days, that there was 
much excitement and he thought it would 
be better they should remain in there and 
not go on the streets. Ll think he _ told 
them if they were annoyed by peopre to 
send wdor to the city marshal or himself 
and they should be protected. Mrs. Moore, 
a visitor, asked about the mail and she 
was told they had better ‘send for it. Then 
Miss Lizzic asked, ‘What, is there anybody 
in‘ this house suspected?’ The mayor said, 
‘Perhaps Mrs. Moore could answer that.’ 
‘heh Lizzie said, ‘I want to know the 
truth.’ Then the mayor (Coughlan) said he 
was sorry to say it, but that she was sus- 
pected. Then Emma said: ‘We b° ve tried 
to keep it from you as long as we eguld.’ 
Then the mayor asked Lizzie where she 
was when the affair happened. Lizzie said 
she was in the barn looking for ‘ead siukcrs. 
Lizzie said after Emma spoke, “Well, 1 am 
ready to go at any time.” 

City Marshal Hilliard said the aouse was 
searched thoroughly. 

Marvor Coughlan, of Fall River, was next 
called. He described his visit to tie Bor- 
den house with Marshal Hilliard and cor- 
roborated the marshal’s testimony ae to the 
conversation with the defendant. The 
court excluded the evidence as to the 
demonstration against Mr. Morse, offered by 
the government to show that the police 
later surrounded the house in good faith fer 
protection, not for surveillance. 

The Dressmaker's Evidence. 

Mrs. Hannah H. Clifford, the dressmaker 
who had made wearing apparel fer the 
Bordens for six or seven years past, in de 
scribing her occupation, said she made “out- 
‘side ladies’ garments.” 

“Miss Borden came to me about a suit one 
day. While she was there 1 told her I 
was making a dress for Mrs. Borden, and 
when I spoke of Mrs, Borden, I called her 
mother. ‘Don’t say that for she is a mean, 
gol for nothing thing,’ Lizzie said, and 
ndded that when she was at home she re- 
mained in her room. I asked if she did not 
eat with them. She said they ate at the 
same table, but they never took their meals 
together if they could help it.” 

Ther Annah I. Borden, a cousin of the 
prisoner, was called. A tall gray-haired 
yvoman stepped into the courtroom and re- 
moved her veil. She went to Europe with 
].izzie when the latter went in iSUv. 

What the prosecutfon wanted to show by 
that witness was that on the way home to 
this country, Lizzie remarked the nice time 
they had just passed and said she was sorry 
she was going home because her home was 
so unpleasant for her. 

The defense objected, and teh court de- 
cided not to allow the matter. 

Next came six witnesses who were in the 
Borden neighborhood on the morning of 
the murders, neither of whom saw any one 
enter or go away. The cross-examination, 
however, turned to show a man might have 
gone out of the Borden yard without being 
seon. 

iDidn't Say “Goodby.” 

Hannah Reagan, matron at the police 
station, Fall River, testified. Defining her 
duties, the witenss said the prisoner was in 
her charge at one time. “She was in my 
room,’ she said, “on the 24th of August, 
Kimma came to see her about 9 o'clock in 
the morning. I was in the room cleaning up. 
She spoke to her sister and 1] went into a 
toilet room, and hearing loud talk,wenr cut: 
suw Lizzie lying on her side and Emma 
bending over her. Lizzie said: ‘You have 
given me away, Emma, but I won't give 
away one inch.’ Emma said, ‘Ob, Lizzie, 
I did not, at the same time sitting down. 
They sat that way until nearly 11 o'clock 
when Mr. Jenkins came, but Lizzie had no 
talk after that with Emma. When I first 
heard the loud talking I was about four 
feet away in a closet. When Emma left 
that morning there was nothing said by 
either or goodby exchanged.” (Decided sen- 
sation.) 

During the same time Mrs. Reagan was 
| telling the story, Lizzie Borden leaned far 
forward, her head over the shoulder of Mr. 
Robinson. Her face did not change in ex- 
pression, except that it became flushed. 

At this point a recess was taken. 

Mr. Jennings cross-examined Mrs. Reagan 


when the court reassembled after the re- 
cess. 

Mr. Jennings wanted to know if Mrs. 
Reagan could remember -what had happen- 
ed in the afternoon. The witness related 
after a number of questions, an incident 
which happened while Miss Lizzie wag un- 
der her charge. She said she was not sute 
if it was on the same day of the quarrel or 
another day that she told Lizzie Borden 
that she, Lizzie, could not break-an egg 
in her hand in a certain way. Lizzie said 
she could do it, and Mrs. Reagan said she 
could not. Then they put a dollar on the 
result and Lizzie tried to break the egg in 
the manner indicated. Emma Borden was 
there at the time. Lizzie tried to break 
the egg and failed. She remarked: ‘That 
is the first thing I ever undertook to do 
that I did not do. 

She was asked if she had told any re- 
porter about rrel sis- 
ters.

Bridget Sullivan was recalled to the stand. 
Mr. Moody took up the old blood-stained 
handkerchief that had been found beside 
Mrs. Border and held it up before Bridget. 

“Whose handkerchief was that?” asked 
Mr. Moody. 

“That,”’ answered Bridget, “is what Mrs. 
Borden used as a duster.”’ 

Eli Betts was called next. He was a 
drug clerk who was to testify that Lizzie 
had tried to purchase prussie acid, but be- 
fore he closed his testimony there was an 
objection to it by defense and argument 
for and against the admission of the evi- 
dence was begun. 

Mr. Moody said that what the common- 
wealth wanted to show by Betts that some 
time before the murder, Téizzie Borden went 
to a drug store and tried tu purchase ten 
cents worth of prussic acid. She said she 
wanted it to clean a sealskin sacque. “It 
is not used for such a purpose,” said Mr. 
Moody. Mrs. Borden had seen Dr. Bowen 
and told him she was afraid she had been 
poisoned. Lizzie Borden was in a murder- 
ous mood at the time. 

The assistant district attorney quoted 
from a number of authorities to maintain 
his position. When Mr. Moody finished his 
argument, ex-Governor Robinson began. 
He contended that as to anything previous 
to August 3d, there was nothing in the 
testimony except that given by Mrs. Gaf- 
ford. 

It Micht Have Been for the Cat. 

“Was she then in a murderous mood?” 
Mr. Robinson asked. 

“There has been nothing shown here as 
to that which rises to the dignity of proof. 
The buying of prussic acid was an inno- 
cent act. ‘There was nothing to show any 
animosity toward Mr. and Mrs. Borden. It 
might have been for the cat. Prussic acid 
is used for that.” 

The court then retired and after being 
out thirty-five minutes thé court returned 
and Chief Justice Mason said: 

“Tne court desires to have restated the 
limitations and the purpose of this testi- 
mony. 

Mr. Moody replied: “It has no bearing 
on anything except the state of mind of the 
defendant prior to the homicide, the intent, 
preparation and deliberation.” | 

Chief Justice Mason then said the ev 
dence was competent and wouid be admit- 
ted. That was a victory for the commot-

SIX SENTENCED TO DEATH. 


Only One Murderer in Seven Fscaped 
viction of Murder. 

Charleston, S. C., June 14.—(Special.)— 
The court in Berkley county which ad- 
journed today, made ‘a rather remarkable 
record for a South Carolina court of jus- 
tice @f the fin de siecle. Of seven mur- 
derers on trial, six were convicted of mur- 
der in the first degree and sentenced to pe 
hanged on September Ist- One man, con- 
victed of manslaughter, was sentenced to 
seven years in the penitentiary. All the 
convicts are negroes. Among the number 
was Oscar Johnston who butchered Mr. 
and Mrs. Tweitman, at Linconville, in 
March last, and who had also murdered 
his wife in Augusta a year ago. Johnston 
is pretending to be crazy, but a special 
jury pronounced him sane. Two of the 
prisoners, Grant Bennett and Dick Brown. 
were convicted of wrecking a passenger 
train near Linconville in December, 1801. 
A black fireman was killed by the wreck, 
which was a fearful one. Two others, 
Jerry Halbeck and Robert Scott, were 
convicted of slaughtering a constable who 
attempted to arrest Halbeck on a warrant. 
It is not improbable that the governor will 
interfere in all the cases. 
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POISONED TWO OF HER CHILDREN. 
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Threw Two Others Into a Well and Then 
Killed Herself. 

Parksburg, W. Va., June 14.—Mrs. Kate 
Kersch, living ten miles from here, having 
lost her reason, poisoned two of her young 
children, threw two others into a well and 
then kifled herself. She tried to kill her 
eight children, but four were saved by the 
desperate struggles of her fourteen-year-olid 
‘daughter Mollie. The family is in good 
circumstances. No cause 1s assigued for 
the woman’s derangement. All five are 
dead. The husband was away from home 
at the time. She killed the two small 
children and the boy by poisoning their 
milk.

A DEPUTY CORONER 


Is Not a Legal Officer of the District—The 
Investigation. 

Washington, June 14.—The supreme court 
of the district this morning dismissed Col- 
onel Ainesworth’s petition for a mandamus 
on two grounds: First, holding that a dep- 
uty coroner is not a legal officer. This in- 
validates the inquest as far as held, that 
the right of a person to be present at ru 
luquest in person or by Counsel .s Cciscre- 
tionary with a coroner, and therefore not a 
subject for mandamus. In difference to the 
decisions of the supreme court of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, tuat there is no such otti- 
cer of the Vistrict of Columbia, as deputy 
cuvroner, Dr. Schafer, who has been conduct- 
ing the inquest at Willard’s bail, in that 
Gupposed cupacity, mumediately adjouraed 
the proceediugs until tomorrow at 11 o'clock 
in the morning. 

The curious point is now developed that no 
dead body has been viewed by 4 leg:lty cun- 
stituted coroner's jury. Unless one of the 
Injured Victluus still lhnugering sloa'td die, it 
may be encessary to exahume oue of the 
bodies.

Loftus and Lagan, two of the victims, were 
stili in the Vault at Glenwood cemetery, 
and the oiticers of the cemetery were di- 
rected not to inter them without the permis- 
slon Of the coroner. Dr. Patterson  de- 
cided to resummon the old jury, Messrs.

Une of the bodies at G'enwood 
Will be viewed by the jury tomorrow and 
the inquest begun anew. 
_ Just how far the acts of Deputy 
Schafer, prior to this decision will be in- 
Validated is rather a curious question. Lt 
is, however, belived that nothing serious wil] 
result. This is due to a fortunate combi- 
nation of circumstances, in which few, if 
any, persons have been committed to jail 
by him, as deputy coroner, who escaped 
subsequent indictment by the grand jury. 

Nowhere can there be found any author- 
ity for the appointment of a deputy eoron- 
er and such official is not now in the list 
of appointees under the district commis- 
sioners. A number of clerks who worked 
in the wrecked building have expressed a 
desire to be heard on Colonel Ainesworth’s 
behalf. The court of inquiry, appealed to 
by Secretary Lamont to fix the responsi- 


joroner 


upon its work until after the 
vestigation. ‘The reason for this is that the 
Witnesses necessary for the proper prose- 
cution of the military investigation are also 
needed at the coroner’s inquest. 

Chief Justice Bingham. in the course of 
his opinion on the Ainesworth matter took oc- 
ecasion to lecture the excited clerks who 
throngel] the courtroom, on. the necessity of 
maintaining decorum. He told them a cor- 
oner’s court was not to be considered. a 
town meeting. However deplorable the 
circulfstances, it was the duty of all good 
citizens to pay respect to the law. What- 
ever the decision of a coroner’s court, it 
was not final and if any wrong was done 
it could be righted hereafter. He adinon- 
ished them to let the further proceedings 
be conducted in an orderly way by the cor- 
oner and to repress their feelings. This 
admonition had an obviously good effect.

BEHRING S8&A TRIBUNAL. 
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Sir Aichard Webster and Alr. Carter Do the 


Speaking. 

June 14.—Sir Richard Webster, of 
the counsel for Great Britain, today com. 
atted before the Behring tribunal of 
arbitration the American regulations for the 
seal fisheries.° Tie devoted particular atten- 
tion to the proposal made by the United 
States to forbid pelagic sealing east of the 
meridian of 180 degrees. Sir Richard, in the 
course of his argument, declared that 6eals 
were found out of Behring sea. There was 
absolutely nothing so show that these seals 
were not Russian. At this point Lord Ilan- 
nen, one of the British aibitrators, inter- 
posed with the remark that, although the 
male seais were alle to fast during the 
breeding season, Qwing to their surplus fat, 
ne evidence had been submitted to the tribu- 
nal to prove that female seals were able to 
live upon their surplus fat during the nurs- 
ing season. 

sir Richard then announced his intention to 
read to the court the report of the debate 
in congress in Washington in regard to the 
appointment of Mr, H.W. Elllott,wuo was sent 
by the government of the United States to 
examine into the methods of seal catehing 
and other matters connected with the fealing 
industry at the Pribyloff islands and in Bel. 
ring sea. This report, Sir Richard added, he 
had just received. 

Mr. Carter, of the United States. at 
demurred to the reading of the report. 
Phelps, also of the American counsel, 
he would waive objection to the reading 
providing the Americans were also allowed 
to introduce new evidence, which he held the 
reading of the report to be.

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Why Incomes Shonld Be Taxed. 

The Litemary Digest notes the grow- 
tng popularity of the income tax and 
@ays: | 

The proposition to impose a federal tax on 
incomes has evidently assumed an important 
political significance. The report that the 
president will recommend such a tax in his 
nekt message has hot been authoritatively 
confirmed or @enied, but it is apparent that 
the demorrati¢ press is strongly inclined to 
believe th@-réport and, as well, to favor the 
tax. The grounds on which it is urged are 
(i) the justice of the tax, making the burdens 
of government rest on the strong in pro- 
portion to their strength; (2) the needs of 
athe treasury, owing, in a large measure, to 
the pension legislation; (3) the need of some 
mew mode of faising revenue if the tariff 
schedule is reformed along democratic lines. 

‘The three reasons ere stated for 
Wevying such a tax are apparently unan- 
ewerable. It is certainly fair and just 
that the rich people whose fortunes 
have been largely built up by the fa- 
voritism of the government should con- 
tribute more than the poorer classes to 
the support of the government. The 
needs of the treasury caused by the 
pension drain, and to be made stil? more 
pressing by the cutting down of our cus- 
toms duties, will imperatively demand 
@i increase of revenue, and the only 
tway to get it will be to increase exist- 
fing taxes or tax something that now es- 
capes taxation. 

The sentiment of the people is against 
increasing our present tax rate. It is 
urged that the thousands of rich men 
deriving big incomes from untaxed 
bonds and securities should be made to 
bear their proportionate share of the 
public Burden. They are able to pay a 
tax, and there is more justice in tax- 
ing their incomes than there would be 
in piling heavier taxes on the masses. 
‘As matters now stand, there are mil- 
lionaires in the eastern cities who get 
off with a poll tax. Their money is 


* +.» Invested in bonds yielding them enor- 
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mous incomes. They escape taxation, 
while the average citizen with his lit- 
tle cottage or small farm is taxed to 
make up the amount which they should 
pay into the public treasury. 

The protests against the income tax 
coihe mainly from the eastern pluto- 
erats. Their favorite argument is that 
such a tax would be elass legislation 
and that it would be difficult fo collect. 
The fact that it would be levied upon 
money, and not upon any particular 
lass of persons, disposes of the first 
point. The man who paid an income 
“tax one year might escape it the next 
year in consequence of a reversal of 
fortune. The tax is aimed at the in- 
come and not at ghe man. The sec- 
ond objection is of little weight.

We 
can collect atiy other tax when we set- 
tle down to business. A man with an 
income of $10,000 a year will return it 
and pay the tax on It rather than risk 
the penitentiary. 


More Cheerful Talk.

The truth is the civil. serviee law 
has demonstrated in its extreme dével- 
opment to be a fraud. It has been 
used for years to keep in office a lot of 
moss-back office holders who are well- 
schooled in ways that are dark around 
the national capital As one after 
another investigation occurs we get oc- 
casional glimpses which uncover the 
real situation. 

The wonder is that any good demo- 
erat can be fooled in any such manner. 
The-civil service law may be very good 
in its place, but it is a very bad thing 
when administered for the purpose of 
fetaining in office men who have no 
business there. 


Concerning Damage Suits. 

The growing evil of speculative dam- 
age suits against corporations has at- 
tracted the attention of The Gwinnett 
Herald, and a recent article in that pa- 
per states that the infection is spread- 
ing from the cities out into the country 
districts. 

Unless _these reckless damage suits 
are checked they will bankrupt the rail- 
roads, but it is difficult to lay down a 
rule by which a worthy case may be dis- 
tinguished from a purely speculative 
case. The Herald sees no remedy ex- 
cept in the enlightened conscience of 
upright and intelligent jurors. To se- 
cure such jurors it is suggested that 
they be taken from the list of grand 
jurors. Our contemporary says: 

An effort has been made to abolish the dis- 
tinction made be law in the composition of 
the two panels. It certainly requires as much 
intelligence to pass upon the vexed questions 
that come before the traverse juries as it 
does to prefer presentments or pass on Dills 
of indictment. 

Under our old system of appeals, and it 
was in many respects a good system, the first 
trial of a case was before a petit jury and 
on the appeal the jury was taken from the 
grand inquest. 

It was supposed that out of this body 
twelve men could be found who were capable 
of administering justice according to the 
law, and this tinal verdict was usually the 
end of the case. 

Under our present system nearly 
every important case goes to the su- 
preme court. From the very beginning 
of a trial each side is watching for some 
point or technicality that will enable the 
“ase to be carried up. With better ju- 
ries there would be not only fewer spee- 
ulative damage suits, but less of the 
law’s delay.

The Mississippi River. 

How to keep the Mississippi river 
within its banks, is ghe serious prob- 
lem of the day in the southwest, and 
the question becomes more vitally int- 
portant every year. 

The Constitution's recent editorial on 
the subject intimated that in the future 
this mighty torrent may become as un- 
controllable and as destructive as the 
Yellow river of China. This view {fs 
evidently shared by General James 
Miles, of Helena, Ark. In a letter to 
The New Orleans Picayune the general 
says that the river can never be made 
safe until all the water flows through 
one channel. The only way to do, he 
thinks, is to straighten or shorten the 
river from Cairo to the gulf, reductng 
the distance from 1,150 miles to 850. 
Hie would turn the entire river through 
the Atehafalaya. This would make it 
necessary to abandon New Orleans and 
build the port at or near Red river. Of 
course the property holders would ob- 
ject, but the change would redeem an 
immense territory and make it hab- 
itable. 

When such schemes are suggested 
and discussed, it is evident that the sit- 
uation promises to become threatening.

Hun Brotherton Resents Boing Ejected 
from a Saloon. 


HE SHOT AT ROBERT BOGGAN, 


Who Had Just Pushed Him Into the 
Street—The Bail Grazed Boggan’s 
Temple, Carrying Off Some Hair. 


Harry §pilman’s saloon, Billy Boggan’s 
old place, at°7 East Alabama street, was 
the scene of a shooting affray which came 
within an ace of ending fatally yesterday 
afternoon about 6 o'clock. 

The participantsdn the difficulty were Mr. 
Robert L, Loggan, a young man employed 
as bartender in the saloon, and a cousin of 
the late Billy Boggan, and Hun Brother- 
ton, the seventeen-year-old son of Captain 
W. H. Brotherton, the dry goods merchant 
aitd gentleman prominent in city affairs. 

The particulars of the difficuity are rather 
hard to get at as both of the young men 
most interested are disposed to say little of 
the affair. Dir. Boggan, when asked about 
the trouble, said that he could say nothing 
of the matter until this afternoon when the 
case comes up for trial. Acting under the 
advice of friends, young Brotherton was 
inclined not to talk of the diiteculty. 

The story of the trouble as told by the 
oflicers is about as follows: It appears 
tlgt young Brotherton entered the saloon 
a few minutes before 6 o’chock and asked 
for a drink. Mr. Boggan was behind the 
bar at the time and refused to sell the young 
man a drink, telling him that he was not 
twenty-one years of age, and, therefore, tov 
young to buy whisky in @ saloon. 

This, it appears, angered young Brother- 
ton, who applied very ugly epithets to Bog- 
gan, among which was one whica requires 
three dashes when put in print. 

It. seems that Boggan’s failure to Jet him 
have the whisky angered Mr, Brotherton 
sumewhat, and he spoke to the bartenuer in 
i rather angry tone, Some words totlowed. 
both young men are kuown to be tull ot 
pluck, as exch has more thgn once siuowh 
himself to be nervy, and friends asked them 
to be calm. * 

Some hot wor¥s passed, and it is said that 
some very uncomplimentary epithets were 
interchanged, Boggan ordered young 
Brotherton to leave the saloon, The younpg 
man refused to do so, 2ud Boggan left his 
place behind the bar and cate hing the young 
man by the arms Jed him toward the door. 
Boggan finally succeeded in pushing the 
latter to the door and through it to the 
sidewalk, and asked him to stay out. 

3y this time both men were extremely 
angry. Young Brotherton was particularly 
so, as he had been enraged by bein x thrust 
from the saloon. As he reached the side- 
walk he raised his right hand, holding in it 
a revoiver, saying: 

“You d—n — — — —, [ll kill you.” 

He pointed it straight toward Boggan and 
fired. At that instant he turned == and 
walked tow?rd Whitehall street. 

The ball from young Brothe Tton’ s pistol 
passed dangerously near Boggan's head. 
It grazed his right temple and carried off 
a tuft of hair. 

Young Brotherton was arrested by Pa- 
trolmen Ball and Brazleton and carried to 
police headquarters, as was Boggan. Cases 
were made against bot® for disorderly con- 
duct. Mr, Boggan was relegsed on a copy 
of charges. 

Later in the night Mr. Boggan placed in 
the hands of Chief Connolly a warrant 
which he had sworn out against young Mr. 
Brotherton for assault with intent to mur- 
der. Siming Brotherton was not locké@d up. 
bnt was detained at police headquarters 
for two hours while srrangements were 
being twhade to secure his release on bail. 
The amount~of Me bond was fixed hy Jus- 
tice Landrum and it was readily signed by 
the young man’s father. 

The case will be tried_hefore the recorder 
this afternoon. The trial under the war- 
rant will be, held later.
